Amplitronics, Inc. complains about how its contract 
No. N00104-82-C-R723 is being administered by the Depart- 
ment of the Navy. Specifically, Amplitronics asserts 
that it cannot perform unless the contracting officer 
supplies certain engineering drawings. 
contracting officer refuses to provide the drawings, 
Amplitronics requests that we terminate the contract for 
the convenience of the government.

CPD 488. In this regard, if Amplitronics cannot resdlve 
the matter with the contracting officer, it should seek a 
remedy pursuant to the Disputes Clause of its contract.
